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Newmarket — Commercial con- 
sumers of electric power \vcre 
told at a meeting with the hydro 
commission on Tuesday night 
that they had made an approxi- 
mate six and one-half percent 
reduction since August, accord- 
ing to nccounts checked. Tiicre 
were 17 people attending the 
meeting put of a possible 240 
commercial consumers in New- 
market. Among those present 
there was talk of organizing a 
committee to see what could be 

done to cut the commercial con- 
sumption. 

The six and one-half percent 
reduction by commercial users 
since the quota came into effect 
stands against a 30 percent all- 
over reduction from the pre- 
quota consumption which is ne- 
cessary to come down to the 
present quota. The daily aver- 
age before tho quota was 25.700 
kwh, and tfie quota is now 11),- 
700. The daily average of tho 
week ending Nov. 5 was 21,270,

Aurora— Early Saturday .morn- 
ing, the farmhouse of Lyle Wells, 
situated near the third conces- 
sion of King on the CFRB side- 
road, was completely destroyed 
by fire.

Slogging through 
heavy mud in a pouring rain 
they attempted to keep the fire 
from spreading but were ham- 
pered by lack of water. 

The origin of the fire Is un- 
known. The house had not been 
lived in for the past three 
weeks, Mr. Wells staying at the

Friday evening and had found 
everything in order. ^We kept 
no firea on In the place," said 
Mr. Wells, "and the lamps were 
all out.

Aurora — Unless Aurora 

reaches its new quota immedi- 
ately, it Will be faced with 
further drastic cuts, Hydro Sup- 
erintendent Charles Copland dis- 
closed on Wednesday. These 
new cuts will probably consist 
of two more one-hour cuts, one 

during the day and "one in the 
evening. 

: Aurora has not, as yet, reach- 
ed; its new quota of 16,800 kilo- 
watt hours, although it is now 
below the old quota of 18,200. 
The new quota must be reached 
by the first of next week. At 
that time, the Ontario Hydro 
Commission will check on each 
municipality daily. If at 2 p.m. 
a municipality appears to be ex- 
ceeding its quota, it will be re- 
quired to institute whatever cuts 
are necessary to bring it within 
102 percent of its quota by 10 
p.m. that evening. Aurora's in- 
dustries have borne the brunt of 
the shortages so far. Following 
recent meetings between local 
industries and the Aurora hydro, 
a number of changes have been 
instituted. The hours of the 
Collis Leather Company ore now 
5;a.m. to 3 and 4 p.m., while 
Canadian Anodized Products 
started a night shift on Thursday 
evening. 

Aurora's recent 5-6 p.m. cut, 
followed closely by an early 
evening hydro cut in Toronto, 
has caused the sale of gasoline 
and kerosene lamps to skyrocket 
i^ Aurora. All Aurora hard- 
ware stores report themselves to 
be practically cleaned out of 
kerosene lamps and unable to 
obtain more. While a few gas 
lamps and lanterns are still to 
be had, even these are none too 
plentiful. By and large the 
supply of lamps and lanterns of 
both types cannot keep up with 
the. present demand for them in 
Aurora. Aurora citizens appear 
to-: have adapted themselves to 
the recent 5-6 p.m, hydro cut 
quite rapidly. Evening meals 
are now. ready sharp at 5 p.m, 
and are eaten in the pioneer-like 
atmosphere of lamp and candle 
light.

A Page Of Comment 
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President Truman's victory was a triumph of persistence 
against heavy odds. It was also a victory of the voter over the 
pollster, and with no intent to belittle the presidents acconu . 
plishment, we think the voter's win of equal importance. 

The voter's triumph is a triumph of individual choice oyer 
the growing tendency to abstract from the individual all the 
variety of shades which color his actions and make them dif- 
ferent from those of his fellows, and present him instead as a 
creature of black and white. ■ v 

Calling the roll in advance has its advantages. The re- 
sults offer a guide to future developments, but a guide only; 
The pollstt-rs' fault was that they assumed too much infalli- 
bility for their methods and results. Yet they were bound to 
do so. Such is the tendency of this age. Everything about it 
is directed towards a more complete organization of individu- 
als into groups which move and act as one. 

The extreme of this development is the astounding gall 
with which a survey organization In New York recently an- 
nounced that they were prepared to guarantee a best seller 
for publishing houses. The author would submit a rough draft 
of his proposed story. It would be circulated through a cross- 
section of the public. Their approval or disapproval of the 
plot would be tabulated and recommended changes sent to the 
author Then he need only rewrite his book to conform with 
the findings of the poll — and lo! A best seller is "created". 

Our civilization is founded on a decent respect for the 
dignity of the individual. And as discouraging as it may 
sometimes be, a voter's fickleness is very much to be respected 
since it is the extension of his right to choose as he wishes, to 
accept or reject whatever influences are brought to bear on 
him, whatever arguments are used to persuade him. 

His rejection of the pollster's assurances that he was bound 
to vote in a certain way in certain numbers was a resounding 
re-statement of that right. It was a declaration that despite 
the shackles with which 20th century organization might 
seek to restrain him, he was still his own man. 
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There will be a Santa Glaus parade in Newmarket 
on December 11. This is the decision of the Chamber 
of Commerce following a meeting on Monday night. 

The decision carries with it more than anticipation 
of a Christmas „event It means that the Chamber of 
Commerce, an association so greatly needed on Main 
St., is at last answering the demand which revived it 
last spring from its wartime dormancy. 

However, the promise of long-waited action is not 
enough. A Chamber of Commerce, to function effic- 
iently for the benefit of all, requires the whole-hearted 
support of everyone. That support has slowly with- 
ered in the past eight months as time passed with no 
indication of life in the executive. It must be revived 
now to make the Chamber of Commerce effective. 

The executive has taken the first step. It will 
not be too much a drain on Main Street's patience to 
ask businessmen to support this first step. The 
Chamber of Commerce is not out of the woods yet but 
Monday night's action shows that the effort is being 
made, and with the support of all, it will be successful.

Editors Note x Wo share in the subscriber's disap- 
pointment Wc would be happy to print reports of the 
local farm forum activities, but we are not sent the 
secretary's reports, and it is impossible for us to cover 
these meetings ourselves. If the forum secretaries 

would send us regular .reports, we would be glad to 
print them. 
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The Era and Express of 25 years ago tells how, in a 
History of Christ church (Anglican) at. Roche's Point, Rev. 
Walter Stcnnctt, M.A., resigned from the principals/up of Up- 
per Canada College, Toronto, because of ill health and went to 
Roche's Point in 1801. Mr. Stcnnctt used to spend his summers 
there and as there was no church in the township of North 
Gwillimhury he conducted divine service in a school house. 
When Mr. Stennett set up permanent residence he determined 
to build a small church and set about collecting funds for the 
purpose. Half on acre of land was given by his father, Win. 
Stennett, and regular services were immediately begun in a 
barn belonging to Col. Alfred Wyndham. 

The cornerstone of the present church was laid by Rev. 
Walter Stcnnctt, the first rector, in July, 1802. The entire 
building as it is toduy was completed under his personal super- 
intendence without architect or contractor, and was ready for 
divine service on January 1, 1863. A harmonian costing $124 
was bought and paid for in 1803. The fencing was completed 
and vines planted around the church. The bell, still in use, 
was presented by Capt. Isaac May in 1863. Rev. Stennett was 
moved lo Cobourg in UHi(i, and the mission of Roche's Point 
was without a regular clergyman until 186*8 when Rev. Jas. 
Morton was appointed. Rev. Johnstone Vicars was the third 
rector of Christ church. 

In 11178 Rev. Win. Jupp was appointed but resigned in 
1880. He was followed by Rev. J. II. Turton who built the 
rectory. Rev. Christopher Roler Bell, Mus. Hac, was ap- 
pointed the sixth rector of Christ church in 1883. Rev. Bell 
gathered subscriptions and added the east wing to the rectory, 
lie was assisted in the undertaking by the liberality of Mr.s,

Food, clothing ond shelter all come from the top six 
Inches of the soil Tho fanner Is the start of all these things. 
A calf ts dropped and oftentimes, it has to be earned by tho 
funnor from tho field. In cold weather It has to be dried and 
warmed. This Is tho stuvt of many pairs of boots. 

Tho lamb is born and the farmer has to be Pit the job 
tiny and night. Often the owe wilt not own her offspring. 
This Is tho start of our warm woollen clothing . 

Farmers in other lands sow and care for the cotton plant. 
From it wo havo our cotton goods. The mulberry leaves feed 
tho silk worm and so our silk is begun. 

Part of flisrieuUuro today is planting and earing for trees 
which will become tho source of our shelter in the future. 
To keep a supply of world food, tho farmer must plan from 
threo to five years ahead for vegetables, grain, hay, meat. 
Iforo wo havo man, tho start of all things which benefit man- 
kind. 

— Awl aomo of our friends draw pictures of the farmer 
with a straw in his mouth, a patch on his overalls, and words 
coming out his ■ mouth which ore stupid. The picture today 
would bo truer If tho farmer woro drawn in n white coat 
as an assistant to tho scientist In a light to keep our produce 
and animals free of blight and disease so our food supply will 
bo secured for the future 

Tho fall plowing la done. Lot us take a walk back to tho 
bush lot, It is a money-makor if we uso it right. Take out 
tho weed-tree* nn<l make more room. Cut out trees to make 
more top room* Don't cut trees around your buildings. The 
movement of tho tree trunk in the wind prevents the earth 
from freezing to tho tree. When tho ground is frowm and wo 
havo rain or n thaw, the water runs down the tree trunk 
hobw the frost and feed* tho spring* which aupply out welts, 

clood farmers havo their fence-rows clean of bush and 
trees. Wo are nut so sure this is a good thing. The brush and 
trees in tho fence rows give off moisture In hot weather and 
keep tho hot winds off our crops. Wo could cut tho brush and 
kmve, or plant, good trees, Tho more trees wo have, tho 
better chance for good crops, 

At a wood-lot snlo, why not leave oil trees three inches 
and under? Thero is very little wood in this slxe. Let them 
grow and keep the stock out of the bush, It is very poor pas* 
turo at the best. Plan instead on putting In some permanent 
pasture.

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The following is the text of a 
talk presented at the October 
meeting of the Home and School 
Association on the readiness of 
children for school. 'Prepared 
and given by MissHa Haines, 

teacher on the Alexander Muir 
school staff, it deals thoroughly 

with this important subject. 

Are They Ready for School? 

Your child's reactions to (as 
well. as his actions in) the school 

he attends may color his whole 
futueV'life. Unless he is able to 
make a satisfactory adjustment, 
he can't hope to be happy there, 
and unless he is happy he will 
not meet with the success which 
is his privilege and his right. 

You can do much to help pre- 
pare him for happiness and suc- 
cess. It isn't just a matter of 
buying a new suit for Junior or 
some dresses for Sister, The 
home preparation of the child 

for school starts when he Is born, 

continues up to his entrance into 
school, and on through all his 
school years- Parents are the 
world's original teachers. 
School training cannot replace 
home training. But working to 
gether, sharing the responsibil- 
ity, home and school can achieve 
better standards of individual 
and group behavior. There are 



learned the Valuable lesson that 
everyone has to do some things 
which he does not like, and each 
of us must all suffer some frus- 
tration of his wishes. Children 
should do something for some- 
body every day. On the other 
hand a child whose home disci* 
pline has been oversevere grows 
up too timid to be able to man* 
age well away from home, or 
he is so rebellious that he can- 
not co-operate with school dis- 
cipline. A good home discipline 

begins In babyhood. Baby 

learns early that mother's "no" 
means "no". He learns to do 

things because they must be 
done, not to please mother, or to 
receive a bribe. Your child is 
not ready for school until he has 
learned to obey you. The same 

is true of respect for the prop- 
erty and rights of ail children. 
It is the home*s duty 'to teach 

the children the meaning of 

work. It is a fundamental life 
lesson. Learning to work is one 
of the keys to happiness. The 
ability to concentrate is a great 
asset, and the foundations are 
laid for thfs habit of persistence 
away back in childhood. A small 
child's toys should be sturdy 
things that he can "do things 1 * 
with. Mother encourages him to 



many things parents can do to I play by himself and avoids the 
help children make the transition I habit of entertaining him to keep 



from home to school. Most im- 
portant is for the mother herself 
to establish a good relationship 
with the teacher, she leaves her 
child for the first time and pass- 
es him along to another adult. 
Visit the school at an arranged 
convenient time or attend a 
Home and School meeting to be- 
come acquainted with the teach- 
er before your child goes to 
school. - 

It is the duty of parents to 
teach their children the mean- 
ing of discipline. There is noth- 
ing wrong, educationally, in 
teaching children to behave at 
an early age. Good discipline is 
a great advantage to a child, no 
matter where he goes or what 
happens to him. I mean by good 
discipline n reasonable control 
witli which he can happily co- 
operate and under which he can 
learn to discipline himself. A 
child who is pampered and 
"spoiled" or a child who by a 
show of temper can bring his 

parents round to his way of 
thinking, expects everyone to 
give in to him. He is at a ter- 
rible disadvantage when he 
leaves the safe refuge of home 
for school life, lie has not

him good. 

Sho is careful not to interrupt 
him needlessly when he is ab- 
sorbed in his play. These per- 
iods of absorption lengthen as 
hte grows older and he learns to 
enjoy the effort he puts into 
play. Still later he learns that 
effort in work can bo fun too 
but this will not tcomc if parents 
put too much emphasis on suc- 
cess or failure. Everyone makes 
mistakes, and n child should 
not bo blamed for his mistakes 
but encouraged to try again and 
to try his best even though 
someone else will do better. A 
child however cannot concen- 
trate, in school, even though good 

training has been given in the 
pre-school years if there is 
trouble at home such as parents 
quarrelling or jealousy. Every 
child ought to have definite 
daily tasks from h very early 
age. Rerorc children enter 
school they should be taught to 
get along with others. If the 
child has a number of brothers 
and sisters he learns to give and 
take. If possible he should also 
have the chance to play with 
other children of his own age. In 
such play he learns to share his 
playthings and to take turns. 
Thus co-operation will not come 
loo hard for him when he enters 
school. 

Self-reliance Is very impor- 
tant. Children should experi- 
ence the Joy of going to the 
store or to Sunday-school by 

themselves, then when they go 
to school for the first time they 
will see that nothing dreadful 



happens to them while away 
from their mother. Children 
should be shown the way they 
must go to and from school be- 
fore the first day arrives. And 
of course impress on his mind 
the importance of waiting for a 
clear road before crossing the 
street. A child should know his 
own name, address, and tele- 
phone number and his father's 
name and occupation. The abil- 
ity to Identify himself gives 
him confidence. Each child 
should be able to put on and 

take off his own Wraps and rub- 
bers. Ooloshes and rubbers 
should be large eftough*|6^ : 
with a minimum of grunting and 

perapiring. Iftese should : be 

plainly marked with his name 
so he may alwayi recognize 
them* He should be able ■ t$! 
open and close a 2ipper and tie 
his shoe laces if they become un- 
tied. He should have a handker- 
chief or facial tissue and know 
how to blow his nose. . A child 
should be able to attend to his 
toilet needs and know how to 
ask politely to leave the room. 
He should be taught to take 
pride in personal cleanliness 
and neatness. 

He should be taught to keep 
his hair orderly, his face, hands 

and fingernails immaculate, and 
his clothes clean. Teach him to 
use both feet in going up and 
down stairs. Teach him that 
there is n place for his toys and 
that they are to be put there 
when he is through using them. 
Children should get interested 

in books before they start to 
school, but do not teach the 
child to read. Nature's children 
play. Their play is undirected, 
carefree play in the open air. 
Learning to read demands men- 
tal- visual co-ordination that 
taxes every nerve in a small 
body. The very muscles used 
are seldom developed before a 
child is six or seven years old. 
Sometimes older. Studies show 
that the percent of nearsighted 
children is much higher among 
early readers. 

Truly "the alphabet Is as in- 
jurious to the child's eye as an 

unwise diet is to his slomnch.*' 
Still more serious are the seal's 
loo early reading will leave on 
the child's nervous system. Edu- 
cators agree that there are many 
things "Dickie" must learn be- 
fore he starts to read. In fact 
until he learns some of these, 
his ability to read is practically 
worthless to him. .The kinder- 
garten gives the child this rend- 
ing readiness. True some chil- 
dren develope younger, than 
others. Johnny may be ready to 
read before either Susie or Bill, 
though they may be as bright, 
even brighter, Susie and Rlllie 
may not have walked or talked 
as soon as Johnny. If you know 
a child who could read at five 
and apparently suffered no HI ef- 
fects he probably matured un- 
usually young, ami rememlier 
ho may yet pay for his effort. 
The damage of 1<m> early rending 
on little eyes and little minds 
can be great. Wrting is much 
the same. The little child's fing- 
ers are not ready to guide a pen- 
cil until his accessory muscles 
aie iu form for that activity.

On the way home that 
same day, her companions yelled 
at her, punched her, jumped at 
her and even pushed her toward] 
a passing car just to make herj 
scream and jump. By the time, i 
Corliss arrived home, she was 
almost hysterical. j 

The next day was even more- 
difficult for Corliss. More chil- 
dren had heard siie jumped and 
screamed; and they, too, wanted; 
to test her. Corliss didn't know- 
who was going to do what or 
where. Now, she is plainly in a 
dither whenever anyone is with- > 
in "Booking distance. She's 
afraid something is going to hap- 
pen. 

The suggested treatment in 
this case is to explain that if she 
stops reacting to pokes, "boos," 
etc., other children Will stop 
bothering her, Corliss will say 
that she has tried not to jump 
but she canU help it. Then it 
is time to prove to her that she 
can help it, that she' doesn't 
have to jump. Write down alt 
the ways children have been 
able to make her jump. Then 
one by one repeat the actions 
until Corliss realizes that none 
of them hurt her so she doesn't 
have to be afraid of them. Test 
her with the actions until she 
proves to herself she doesn't 
have to jump. There's no need 
to allow unnecessary fear to 
make a nervous W I 1 G C k of any 
child.

Archie and I were spending 
it with cousins at Christ ip Lake 
in Lanark county and I remem- 
ber how the men who never be- 
fore cared when we got the mail, 
rowed every evening to the head 
of the lake to get the papers a 
few hours earlier.. 

And I can see one young 
cousin, just approaching his 18th 
birthday, walking with his moth- 
er and discussing the possible 
routes the German army might 
take, and the way his mother 
watched him, for she knew the 
determination that was harden- 
ing into resolve in his heart, 
while I too, waited, knowing 
those gorgeous summer days 
were probably the last carefree 
ones I would know for— well- 
one knew not how long. 

And all over Canada, wives 
and mothers, sisters and sweet- 
hearts, watched with eyes new to 
this sort of pain as those dearest 
to them donned the khaki and 
marched away; some thought to 
a great adventure; some felt the 
grim reality, but of all you

The great invisible host of 
those who lie "in Flanders 
fields" or wherever the crosses 
st retdi "row on row to mark 
their place," is as real to those 
who mourn them as if they still 
were in the flesh, and we salute 
them. But there are those who 
He in hospitals, or who go about 
bearing tho marks of war in 
heart and brain as well as body, 
to whom wo should pay tribute, . 
for never for a moment should! 
we forget that we owe our 
freedom— our very lives— in this 
fair and beautiful Canada to 
those, tho dead and the living, 
who went in the glory of their 
manhood that we might not lose 
the things that make life worth 
living. 

"O risen Lord, O Shepherd of 

our dead, 
Whose Cross has bought them 

and whose star has led, 
In glorious hope, their proud 

and sorrowing land, 
Commits her children to Thy 

gracious hand."
